This is the fourth Office action for application serial no. 10/804,317, Holding 
Device for a Cooking Container Lid, filed March 18, 2004. Claims 8-14, 16-22, 24, 29, 
and 32 are pending. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Reed R. Heimbecher on May 29, 2008. 

The application has been amended as follows: 

Claims 32, line 13, "the center section is spaced apart from both the left wing 
section and the right wing section;" has been changed to -the center section is spaced 
apart from the left wing section by a left intermediate section, and the center section is 
spaced apart from the right wing section by a right intermediate section, wherein both 
the left and right intermediate sections are in a second plane parallel to the center 
section in a first plane; 

Claim 32, line 15, "the center section is connected with the left wing section along 
a first edge" has been changed to -the center section is connected with the left 
intermediate section along a first edge".

Claim 32, line 17, "the center section is connected with the right wing section 
along a second edge" has been changed to -the center section is connected with the 
right intermediate section along a second edge". 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 8-14, 16-22, 24, 29 and 32 are allowed. 

Remarks/Comments 

In the previous Office action dated March 18, 2008, the examiner of record 
mistakenly stated claims 8-1 1 , 22, 29, 30 and 32 were allowed. After review, it was 
determined that claims 8-1 1 , 22, 29 and 32 should have been designated to be allowed.
